The  Borougli  of  Bridport  comprises  775  acres  in  area.  Its  greatest 
Td.dth  is  in  the  no3rth,  while  a long  narrow  corridor  connocts  it  \7ith 
the  sea  at  West  Bay  where  there  are  two  beaches,  separated  by  the  harbour. 

The  manufactiire  of  nets  and  twines  is  the  staple  industry  v;hich  also 
employs  outworkers  in  their  homes.  Other  industries  are  the  making  of 
pre-cast  concrete  buildings,  light  engineering  and  brc\7ing,  while 
catering  for  simmer  visitors  plays  a big  part  in  the  life  of  the  inhabitants. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  of  the 
water  supply  to  the  Borough  on  1st.  April,  1959. 

During  19^0  three  trial  boreholes  -vrorG  sunk  at  Litton  Cheney,  The 
Board  estimated  that  the  requirement  from  Litton  Cheney  towards  a supply  for 
West  Dorset  would  be  936>000  g,p,d,  and  that  the  possible  yields  mi^t  be  -

The  Board  agreed  to  submit  to  the  f/Iinister  Phase  1 in  detail.  This 
contains  statistics  relating  to  the  Litton  Cheney  boreholes  together  with 
the  details  of  the  Hooke  pimping  station,  the  building  of  five  reservoirs 
and  the  laying  of  approximately  19  miles  of  trunk  mains  from  Hooke,  westwards 
via  Toller  Down,  to  Broadwindsor,  Salway  Ash  and  Dottery  from  where  a 
connection  could  be  made  to  the  Bridport  supply.  The  linistry  had  undertaken 
to  consider  at  one  and  the  sane  time,  the  Board’s  Regional  Scheme  in  principle. 
Phase  1 in  detail  and  the  Draft  Orier  relating  to  the  Litton  Cheney  boreholes 
which  had  been  submitted  to  then  by  the  Board’s  Parliamentary  Agent, 

Supply  to  proposed  nev;  estates  in  Bridport  and  District, 

In  July,  the  Board  decided  that  owing  to  the  doubtful  strength  of  the  main 
from  Litton  Cheney  to  Bothenhampton,no  nev/  supplies  could  be  given  to  estate 
development  in  the  Bridport  area  until  the  necessary  capital  works  designed  to 
augment  the  supply  had  been  completed.

In  view  of  the  seriousness  of  the  position  in  Bridport^  a scheme  for 
remedying  the  supply  V7as  approved  and  the  necessary  detailed  plans  were  being 
prepared  for  submission  to  the  Llinistry,  This  scheme  which  would  afford  a 
satisfactory  supply  to  Bridport  and  district  by  mid  19^3  would  use  the  emergency 
links  between  the  Hooke  and  the  Litton  Cheney  systems  which  were  provided  for  in 
the  Regional  Scheme,  Water  would  be  pumped  from  Hooke  to  a reservoir  on  Toller 
Down  and  then  gravitate  via  reservoirs  at  Stdce  Knapp,  North  Bowood  and  Dottery 
from  whence  a main  would  be  laid  to  the  existing  mains  at  Bradpole, 


Re-G-rouping  of  Water  Undertakings. 

At  the  June  meeting,  the  Board  received  a letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  &averment  enclosing  for  inforaation  a copy  of  the  letter  sent  to  the 
Town  Clerks  of  Dorchester  and  Weymouth  and  the  Clarks  of  Portland  U.D.C,,  and 
Dorchester  R,D,C.,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Weymouth  Water  Works  Company,  In  that 
letter  the  Ministry  asked  the  Councils  and  the  Company  to  consider  the  possibility 
for  forming  a single  undertaking  to  serve  the  whole  of  their  districts  and  the  area 
of  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board,  The  Board  decided  to  send  a copy  of  the  letter  to 
the  Dorset  County  Coxmcil. 


In  Novenbor,  the  Board  asked  the  liinister  his  views  on  the  possible  enlargement 
of  the  Board’s  area  as  it  no^T  appeared  tliat  the  Local  Authorities  to  the  east 
of  the  area  proposed  forming  a Joint  Water  Board  which  woiild  not  include  the 
West  Dorset  Water  Board’s  area. 

a 

On  December  13th.  the  Bridpoid:  Borough  Council  resolved  that  in  view  of 
the  very  heavy  financial  burden  viiich  the  proposals  of  the  West  Dorset  Water 
Board  ^Till  place  on  the  rate-payers  of  Bridport,  the  Jlinister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  bo  requested  to  withold  his  approval,  in  principle,  of  the 
Regional  Scheme  submitted  for  his  consideration  by  the  Board  and  in  particular 
to  refuse  his  approval  of  Phase  1 thereof  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £288,986 
until  such  time  as 

(i)  the  future  of  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board,  in  the  proposed 
amalgamation  with  areas  to  the  oast  thereof,  ha,s  been  determined, 

or 

(ii)  a Public  Enquiry  has  been  held  to  determine  the  feasibility  of 
financing  the  scheme  in  such  a scattered  agricultural  area  without 
imposing  und’ue  hardship  on  the  rate-payers  of  the  Boroxigh  and 
surrounding  district. 

That  the  Bridport  Riiral  District  Council  be  invited  to  suppoii:  tMs  Council 
in  its  representations  to  the  Llinister  and  that  copies  of  such  resolutions  be 
sent  to  the  Member  of  Parliament  for  West  Dorset  with  a request  that  he  'vTill 
support  the  Council  and  approach  the  I'linister  thereon.  '' 

L deputation  from  the  Board  to  the  Ministry  at  the  beginning  of  19^1, 
raised  the  two  main  questions  of  (a)  grants  and  (b)  re-grouping  of  water 
undertakings 

The  Parliamentary  Secretary  replied  that  he  appixjciated  the  Board’s 
efforts  to  provide  their  area  with  Tra.ter,  He  reallzod  the  financial  burden 
placed  upon  then  and  promised  to  consider  oarefuUy  the  question  of  grants. 

Ho  desired  the  Board  to  proceed  with  their  scheme  without  delay  and  v/as 
anxious  to  moot  their  difficulties.  He  vdshod  the  Board’s  area  to  be  enlarged 
and  woiild  seek  to  persuade  their  nei^bours  to  amalgamate  with  the  Board,  and  ho 
undertook  to  draw  the  Board’s  fears  and  biirdens  to  the  attention  of  the  ^linister.

I an  grateful  to  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board’s  Engineer  for  his 
co-operation  during  the  year. 
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At  the  heginning  of  the  year  the  inenoiTandxjn  of  the  hedical  Research 
Council  on  Seungo  Contanination  of  Bathing  Beaches  in  Sngland  and  Hales  v;as 
Brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council. 

A Joint  Sewerage  Coni'aittee  of  representatives  fron  the  Borough  and  Bridport 
R.D,  Coimcil  was  set  up. 

In  August^  a nesting  called  hy  His  HorsMp  the  Mayor^  at  v;hich  representatives 
fron  all  the  Host  Dorset  Local  Authorities  were  present,  vro.s  held  in  the  Town  Hall 
to  hear  a discussion  of  nodem  nethods  of  sewage  disposal  especially  fron  the 
coastal  areas  of  local  authorities,  and  in  particular  the  construction  of  a long 
suhnarine  outfall  probably  one  to  t^vo  niles  in  length.  As  a,  result  of  this  nesting  ^ 
the  Council  agreed  that  a prelininary  Hydrographic  Suoavey  at  Hest  Bay  be  undertaken 
at  a cost  of  between  £2,000  to  £2,500  as  a necessary  prelininary  to  the  Council’s 
consideration  of  such  a schene.  The  Beaninster  R.D.C,,  contacted  the  Borough  with 
a view  to  possible  collaboration  and  the  Dorset  County  Coimcil  also  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  systen  of  laying  a long  suhnarine  pipe  was  worthy  of  further 
investigation  by  local  coastal  sanitaiy  authorities. 

Regarding  the  proposed  new  sewer  fron  East  Road  to  Longs  Lane^  the  Minister 
in  October,  agreed  to  the  proposal  and  authorised  the  Council  to  invi.te  tenders. 

Rivers . 

No  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  rivers  Brit,  J^ker  and  Sinene  during 
their  course  through  the  Borough, 


Three  nen  are  enployed  full-tine  and  two  non  part-tine  in  refuse  collection. 
One  refuse  collection  lorry  is  used  full-tine  and  one  part- tine.  The  refuse  is 
tipped  on  a site  at  Bothenhanpton  where  a nan  is  fully  enployed  to  keep  the  site 
tidy.  Collections  are  made  daily  from  business  premises  and  twice  weekly  from 
private  houses. 

1,000  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  fron  approximately  2,910  dustbins; 

8 Cwt  of  rags  and  2 tons  of  nisoollaneous  salvage  were  collected  and  sold.  All 
tins  are  tipped  on  the  refuse  site,  which  is  in  the  Bridport  Rural  Distiict, 

Street  cleaning  was  carried  out  by  3 full-time  and  1 part-tine  sweepers 
■^Tith  street  orderly  carts,  and  a total  of  6 niles  wore  swept  daily,  1 nile 
three  tines  weekly,  2 miles  twice  weekly,  and  3 niles  once  weekly.

Rodent  Control. 


The  work  has  "been  carried  out  "82/  the  Council's  part-time  operator  who 
investigated  277  complaints  as  well  as  perfonviing  routine  contract  and  sewer 
treatments.  Assistance  was  again  received  from  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer 
in  connection  with  sewer  treatments. 

The  main  poisons  used  were  ihitu  and  ’.Tarfarin,  (/irsorm.c  and  Zinc  Phosphide 
"being  used  in  exceptional  circumstances), 

"Visits  paid  were  1,207  to  carry  out  320  treatments.  Unsatisfactory  conditions 
were  found  in  45  oases  and  29  of  these  were  remedied. 

Camping  Sites. 

Apart  from  a few  sites  with  a single  caravan  on  each,  the  main  site  is  at 
West  Bay  and  is  owned  by  the  Council  who  employ  a fiill-tiLae  Supervisor  and  three 
non  during  the  camping  season  which  lasts  from  1st,  April  - 30th,  September, 

Water  is  supplied  to  various  standpipes  near  which  arc  concrete  tanks  for  the 
reception  of  foul  ivater  and  which  are  emptied  regularly  by  a tank  emptier.  There 
are  water  closets,  ari.  hot  and  cold  showers,  A daily  collection  of  refuse  from 
covered  metal  receptacles  scattered  through  the  camp  field,  is  made  dinning  August 
and  three  times  a week  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  No  caravans  are  allowed  to 
remain  on  the  site  after  30th,  September, 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  cane  into  force  29th,  August, 

i960. 

Schools, 

These  are  regularly  inspected.  All  have  water  closets,  piped  water  and 
washing  facilities.  All  are  supplied  daily  ivith  Pasteurised  niUc.

Her  innunisation 
history  was  uncertain^  cultures  of  swabs  were  negative  and  the  Laboratory  were 
note  quite  satisfied  tliat  ^this  was  a true  Diphtheria,  but  the  Medical  OfTicer 
of  the  Infectious  Disease^  Hospital  thought  that  it  v/as  a case  from  a clinical 
point  of  view. 

Two  oases  of  Pood  Poisoning  v/ero  notified,**  the  food  thou^t  to  be  the 
ca,use  was  found  to  be  hamless  by  the  Laboratoiy, 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  Head  Teachers  and  School  Nurses 
regarding  the  control  of  Infectious  Disease  in  schools,

performed  by  the  child’s  own  doctor,  immunisation  is  given  at  the  Child 
TTelfare  Centre  and  the  schools,  and  for  older  persons,  irmiunisation  against 
Poliomyelitis  v/as  given  at  special  evening  clinics.
